No. 68, — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 
(14 of 1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, the follow- 
ing amendments further to amend the Damodar Valley 
Corporation Service Regulations published under noti- 
fication No. 5, dated 28th January, 1957, of the Damodar 
Valley Corporation in the Gazette of India dated the 
9th February, 1957, namely : — 

In the said Regulations, for regulation 81, the follow- 
ing regulation shall be substituted, namely : — 

“Regulation 81 — Leave Salary : (1) An employee on 
earned leave shall be entitled to leave salary equal to 
the average monthly pay earned during the ten com- 
plete months immediately preceding the month in which 
the leave commences or the substantive pay to which 
the employee is entitled immediately before the com- 
mencement of the leave, whichever is higher. 

Provided that where an employee proceeds on earned 
leave from a post the maximum of which does not 
exceed Rs, 110 per mensem, he shall be entitled to leave 
salary equal to the pay drawn immediately before pro- 
ceeding on leave. 

(2) An employee on half -pay leave or leave not due, 
shall be entitled to leave salary equal to half the amount 
specified in sub-regulation (1), subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 750/-. 

Provided that this limit shall not apply, if the leave is 
on medical certificate or for. pursuing an approved 
course of study otherwise than on s*udv leave terms.

Explanations — 

(i) Unless otherwise provided, ‘Substantive pay’ 
means the pay of the permanent post which 
the employee holds substantively or on which 
he holds a lien or would hold a lien had the 
hen not been suspended, and includes the 
special pay given in lieu of a higher scale of 
pay.
